Students Must 
Maintain a “C” 
Grade or Better 


All students at Hartnell College 
are again reminded of the impor- 
tance of maintaining a “C” average. 
This grade level requirement was 
first instituted in 1944, and is used 
o raise the scholastic average of the 
college and to maincain students 
whose prime aim is to acquire 
knowledge. 

If a student fails to maintain this 
average he or she will be placed on 
probation for one semester. If the 
tudent continues to strive and 
still cannot: get his average up to 
a “GC” he is placed on a more rigid 
probation for one more semester, 
If he fails again he will be dropped 
from the college but may have his 
case reviewed with the possibility 
of being reinstated. 

If he fails again he will be per- 
manently dropped.

Do you ever get that feeling of 
wanting to sail along up in the 
wild blue yonder? Would you like 
to. see adventure in the sky? If 
your answer is yes to these ques- 
tions then why not join Hartnell’s 
quite active Flying Club. 

For the small fee of fifteen dol- 
lars per year, paid when joining 
the club, entitles the joinee to a 
part interest in the club. The 
members also have monthly dues 
which never exceeds two dollars. 

Hartnell’s Flying Club now has 
four top airplanes: an Aeronca 
Chief, Aeronca Champ, a J-3 Cub, 
and a Stinson Station Wagon. 

Club member Lloyd Johnson 
stated, “No other college in north- 
ern California offers flying as inex- 


pensive or has as many airplanes as 
does Hartnell.” 

One b‘g reason for the low cost 
of Hartnell’s Flying Club is that 
Hartnell is an A. and M. school 
whose mechanical department takes 


care of all maintenance of the air- 


planes. 

Actual flying costs are from $2.50 
o $6.00 an hour, depending on the 
type of plane used. If a member 
cannot afford these prices, then 
he may earn his flight time by. 
working at the Flying Club’s foot- 
ball game concession. This type of 
work will constitute one-half hour 
of flying time.

The 
commission may, by a three-fourths 
vote, refuse the use of the wagon 
to any individual who in its opin- 
ion has not used it in the best in- 
terest of the Associated Students 
of Hartnell.

It’s Important 
To Know Your 
Disaster Alarms 


Here are the rules governing 
emergencies. Fire: Announced by 
bells or Klaxon horn with a dura- 
tion of two to three seconds, Leave 
the building quietly, orderly, and 
promptly. Remain more than 50 
feet away and follow instructor's 
instructions. 

Earthquake: Indicated by violent 
jarring or shaking. Stand with face 
against walls or get under the desk, 
and remain in that position until 
earthquake terminates. 

Bombing alert: Done in three 
steps. One long bell or Klaxon 
horn blast (one minute duration) 
indicates bombing alert. First step: 
follow instructor's instructions. Sec- 
ond step: second long bell or 
Klaxon horn, leave building quietly, 
and orderly — go to assigned areas. 
Step three: series of short bells or 
horns — evacuate, or in case of one 
long return to building and classes.

Have you bothered to investigate 
the facilities offered by your school 
library? If not, here are some in- 
teresting facts that you should be 
aware of. 

Our library is staffed by a very 
industrious group. They are: Li- 


brarian in charge, Miss Wiens; 
assistant librarian, Miss  Fiese; 
student assistant, Miss Florence 


McLean. Their principle aim is to 
help you. They have few restric- 
tions and rules. These are: books 
must be checked out; return books 
promptly when due; silence in the 
library; and no visiting in library. 
There are 13,500 books on hand. 
The majority of these are source 
books, while an attempt has been 
made to have available some in- 
teresting fiction books. Also avail- 
able are magazines, language, and 
shorthand phonograph records.

These, however, are available from 
8 to 5 daily, the library hours. 


Fines are imposed for overdue 
books. The rates are five cents per 
day for two-week books and five 
cents per hour for reserve books, 

We have 3,000 books on hand at 


the Silliman library. It is a very 


complete and extensive library that 
Hartnell acquired through endow- 
ment. The library is a collection 
of books, pamphlets, and periodi- 
cals on natural history and periodi- 
larly ornothology (birds). It re- 
mains closed but you can gain ac- 
cess by asking any of the above 
mentioned people at the library 
desk, 

Miss Wiens mentioned a notice- 
able hesitancy of students to use 
the library. You are urged to take 
full advantage of all facilities. Their 
principle aim is for the library “to 
become an academic laboratory for 
Hartnell students.” If you have 
questions, merely ask at the desk 
and the staff will gladly give you 
the needed assistance and informa- 
tion.
